Four men and one woman successfully 
resiste@ a siege by half a score of police 
Officers, in the rear of 1550 South Third 
street, from 2 o'clock Tuesday morning un- 
til 12:15 o’clock Tuesday afternoon.

At 11:30 o'clock Monday night A. W. Ritten 


of 1122 Rutger street was held-up and 
robbed of his watch and overcoat by three 
men at Sixth and Chouteau avenue. Ritten 
Was walking south on Sixth street towards 
Chouteau avenue. 

Just as. he turned west on Chouteau 
avenue, three men jumped from a ‘door- 
Way and one of them commanded him to 
throw up his hands. The other two rifled 
his pockets, and found nothing but a gold 
watch. They then took his overcoat and 
cane and ran away. 

From ithe description given the police 
thought one of the men to be a crook 
named “‘Whitey’’ Myers, and started out 
to search for him. 

They went to 1550 South Third street, the 
house of Jimmy McMahon, which he 
was known to frequent, and asked if 
Myers were there. No reply was given. 
About 2 o'clock Tuesday morning Officers 
Byrnes, Straughan and Somers went to 
the Third street house and tried to gain 
admittance. They found the doors locked 
and the windows barred. A demand on 
the people inside to open up met with an 
emphatic refusal. Then word was sent to 
the Second District station fer a larger 
patrol.

Startling information has been received 
from a reliable source in Havana by a prom- 
inent Cuban tobacco dealer here, whose 
interests in the island forbid the use 0

“There is a general opinion,” says the 
letter, “both among insurgents and Span- 
iards, that Gen. Campos has become de- 
mented. His actions, not only in the di- 
rection of the campaign, but in the conduct: 
of his private affairs, are such as to give 
gaod grounds for this belief. 

“Gomez has no idea of attacking Havana, 
but his plan ts to cut off the city’s supplies 
and by the aid of sympathizers capture the 
city from within. There is no doubt that 
full half of the citizens and populace aré 
Cuban patriots and sympathizers, and there 
are many under suspicion. 
“The Americans are thoroughly detested 
by the Spaniards. A great deal of American 
property has been destroyed, and if Cam 
is deposed, as he probably - will 
and some of his lieutenants are appoin 
to command, terrible atrocities will be com- 
mitted on Americans. The situation is se- 
rious. The United States needs a warship 
or two in Havana harbor.’’.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 14.—The bill granting 
a pension of $7 monthly to the widow of 
the late Brig.-Gen. Coggswell, a represent- 
ative in Congress from Massachusetts at the 
time of his death, caused a long debate in 
the Senate to-day. 

Mr. Hill and Mr. Mills wanted informa- 
tion as to the system pursued in grant- 
ing these special pensions and Mr. Allen 
(Pop.) of Nebraska opposed discrimina- 
tions, saying: “I want to go on record 
as opposed to any distinction of the widow 
of the private soldier and those of Brig- 
adier Generals, Major Generals or any 
other Generals.”’

“The contract of the plaintiff is not mere- 
ly one of employment. It involves employ- 
ment for a specified term at a stipulated 
salary. But this is only one of the features 
of the contract. 
cease in the event of failure on the part of 
plaintiff to properly manage the affairs: of 
the newspapér publication. The test of his 
success or failure- in this regard is the 
comparison of gross revenue and net prof- 
its derived under his management with like 
results obtained in previous years. Further- 
more, by the terms of the contract, the 
plaintiff acquired a proprietary interest in 
the corporation by virtue of becoming a 
stockholder to the extent of 1,667 shares. 
The Court will therefore observe that the 
beneficial character of the contract to plain- 
tiff is dependent upon his being permitted 
to remain in the management of the news- 
paper. He, alone, can or cannot make it a 
success. He, alone, can establish, by his 
course, the standard of comparison required 
under the contract. If he is successful, 
there is no way to es ate the profit to 
himsel@é under his con t. If that con- 
tract be wrongfully terminated by the de- 
fendant, there is no means of estimating 
the extent of the plaintiff's damage 
loss. The value of’ contract to plaintiff, 
even as far as concerns the feature of em- 
ployment, depends upon his being permitted 
to remain in control. He can remain in the 
position of manager and editor only in the 
event of his* producing the required re- 
sult. Hence his contract is peculiarly one 
personal to himself. Necessarily it is not 
assignable. The very condition of his em- 
ployment is found if the -tesults of his own 
labor, enterprise and skill, experience and 
foresight. To unlawfully oust him from 
the performance of his contract is to pre- 
vent him from establishing the only test 
of the success or failure of his efforts and 
his work. 

“Furthermore, as has already been indi- 
cated, the value of the stock acquired by 
plaintiff depends upon his being permitted 
to carry out his contract. He found the! 
newspaper suffering from great depression 
of business. He, has restored it to pros- 
perity, equaling fits best days of success. 

But to make his stock valuable, to win 
the profit which his labor deserves, he must 
be left untrammeled, to plan, direct and 
move as he sees fit, and the determination 
as to what should or should not done, 
rests with him and with him alone. The 
situation, therefore, is peculiarly one for 
the intervention of a court of. equity. The 
damage to plaintiff will be irreparable if 
his contract is unlawfully terminated as is 
proposed by defendants. 

“In any event, there can be no adequate 
remedy. at law. Whether the court regards 
the situation under the general doctrine 
of equitable jurisdiction or looks at it un- 
der the statute in regard to injunctions, 
the consequence will be the same. The de- 
fendants should be enjoined from removing 
the plaintiff from his position as manager 
and editor, because his contract is personal 
to himself, there is no method of estimat- 
ing the damage to him under its breach, 
and there is no adequate remedy at law. 
It is well known to the court that at law 
even where there is an adequate remed 
at law. an injunction will be granted in all 
cases where an adequate remedy cannot be 
afforded by an action for damages as such.

“Among the questions put to Mr. Pulit- 
ver when he was on the stand was one in 
which he was asked whether he intended 
to perpetrate a fraud on Col. Jones when. 
he signed a contract which, as he alleges, 
was not intended to be binding upon the 
company for which he claimed to be act- 
ing. His answer was a very emphatic no. 
But facts speak louder than words, and 
I charge that the testimony in this case 
shows that not only was fraud intended, 
but that it was carefully .planned and -pre- 
meditated. 

“Let us review the facts briefly with this 
question in view: 

“At the bottom of this cdéntract, the real 
reason why Mr. litzer was so eager 
to consummate it, was that he had a news- 
paper property here in St. ‘Louis which 
he knew to be in a bad way, and which 
. he feared was in danger of very serious im- 
pairment. He was in very urgent n 
of some one to take hold of it and build 
it up. He did not believe that those under 
whose management disaster had come were 
competent to do the necessary work of 
rescue. He must have somebody else. Who 
should this be? 

“He had in his employment on the New 
York World at this time a man whom he 
knew to be thoroughly familiar with the 
St. Louis fleld and who haa@ won a con- 
spicuous journalistic success in that field. 
He turned to this.-man and proposed that 
he should come to Bt. s and undertake 
the building up of his imperiled news- 
paper, the Post-Dispatch. 

“The undisputed. facts in this case show 
that proposition after proposition was made 
to Col. Jones, the man to whom I refer as 
the one to whom Mr. Pulitzer turned. 
Through a period of six months Mr. Pu- 
litzer repeatedly renewed his offers to Col. 
Jones, dangling before his eyes first one 
inducement and then another. The truth 
fs that Cok Jones was rtuned month 
after month to undertake this work. At 
last Col. Jones consented, and in a confer- 
ence between him and Mr. Pulitzer the es- 

sential points of an agreement between 
them were. fixed. 

“Then Mr. Pulitzer left New York City.: 
where Co]. Jones was residing, and turned 
the negotiations over to his business agent, 

Mr. Carvalho. I charge that then and 
there the intention to commit fraud was 
formed, and plans were laid which it was 
supposed would lead to its consummation. 

“From the‘time Mr. Pulitger left New 
York he had no direct tommanication with 
Col. Jones. Nearly all his telegrams and let- 
ters were sent to Mr. Carvalho, who acted 
as his agent. and, who carefully retained all 
these telegrams and letters in his posses- 
sion, mot even furnishing coples to Col. 
Jones. 

“Why was this done? In the light of sub- 
sequent events it is evident that it was 
@one for the purpose of protecting Mr. 
Pulitzer in case the later stages of his 
echeme should bring on a quarrel. 

“Mr. Pulitzer has testified that he did not 
want to take Col. Jones’ money. The testi-

point, for it is vital. These new by-laws 
did not originate with the Board of Di- 
rectors, behind which Mr. Pulitzer has been 
trying to hide. They were not brought be- 
fore the Board of Directors. The board 
was not even aware that new by-laws were 
being drafted. The inspiration of the by- 
laws and their most essential contents were 
the work of Mr. Pulitzer himself. They 
were drafed under the direction of Mr, 
Carvalho and Mr. MacDona, neither of 
whom was a director or stockholder in the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co. The actual work 
of drafting them was done by Judge E. B. 
Adams, who was not employed by the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co. or by the Board of 
Directors, but by Mr. Pulitzer’s employes, 
who had no connection with the company 
in any way. 

“The Carefully premeditated scheme was 
to get these by-laws adopted, with Col.

Although 
that is my rule, it occasionally happens that 
letters are not copied or filed. My secretary 
reported that he was unable to find any- 
thing bearing on the subject.

Capt. Paine displayed much emotion as 
he described the accident and expressed 
profound regret at its fatal results. 

The rescued men were properly cared for 
on board the Barnstable, and immediately 
upon their arrival this morning, were gent 
to their homes in Gloucester by train. The 
lost sailors all shipped from Gloucester. 

The Fortuna was a vessel of about 116 
tcns and was insu in the Boston Marine 
Insurance Co. Capt. Greenlaw was a part 
owner. The other owners all reside in 
Gloucester.
